To show you that the Y. M. C. A. campaign is not ask­ 
ing more than should be given, look at the following sta­ 
tistics taken from the literary Digest of October 21: 
Crime cost the United Staten three billion dollars 
in 1924. 
In the same year the Y. M. C. As. in the 
United States and Canada, their national, State and 
training agencies and their services in thirty countries 
cost only $51,914,400. “Fill the Y. M. C. A. and keep 
the prisons empty,” recently wrote the noted Eng­ 
lish journalist and author, P. Whit well Witeon. Tak- 
ing this statement up, Dr. Howard B. Crose, in a 
review of the 1924-25 Y. M. C. A. Year Book, notes 
that the cost of crime in a single year in the United 
States would pay, on the current basis, all the ex­ 
penses of afl the Y. M. C. A’V, in the United .States 
and Canada for slxty-two years. 
It would be inter­ 
esting; says Dr. Crose, to carry the comparison fur­ 
ther and figure how many years three billion dollars 
J would maintain the mission work of the churches, 
the educational work and living salaries for min­ 
ister*.*

Christians at large are stockholders in the Y. M. 
Ct A., and they will Se interested in a summary of 
some of the feature* of general interest in the .Year 
Book of the Association, recently off the presg. ' The 
summary is issued in pamphlet form, and has also 
appeard in the public prints.

know, first of all, how the money was spent.

“Operating expenditures of the Association Move- 4 
ment in North America in its year 1924-25 were di­ 
vided a* follows: 
23 per cent for admiiriatration,

mitories, restaurants and camps, and 10 per cent on 
the services of the National Councils and other agen­ 
cies including the work in foreign lands, costing $2,- 
761,900.

is that membership of boys under eighteen years of 
age continued to increase, the total now being 247,- 
531. In city associations, n»en and boys under twenty- 
five compose 67 per cent of the membership. 
This 
is in line with the emphaste placed by Dr. Mott , and 
other leaders on the necessity of keeping the move­ 
ment for young people, with young men in the direc­ 
torates as well as In the ranks.” 
In other words put the youth to work, when his hands 
are busy his mind usually follows in a like trend. 
The 
result will be found in the decrease in crime statistics, 
a healthier, more loyal, growing citizenship. Is it worth 
the price ? Are you willing to contribute to such a cause, 
are you willing tq share your own benefits with youl 
brother? 
The answer in Morgan county, in the Twin
